lables make a Meaſure ; and, according to the Num- 
ber of Meaſures which compoſe the Verſe or Line, 
it is called Monometer, Dimeter, Trimeter, Tetrame- 
ter, c. i, e. a Verſe of one, two, &c. Meaſures, 

Neither of theſe Kinds of Verſes conſiſt always 


of an exat Number of Meaſures, neither more nor 


leſs ; but are, in Hebrew and Engliſh, as well as in 
Greek and Latin, ſometimes a Syllable or two too 
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ſhort, and ſometimes one too long. When they 
want only one Syllable to complete the Meaſure, 
are called Catalecic; — two Syllables or 
a whole Foot, Brachycataleftic : when 7 have 


a.Syllable too much, Hypercatale&ic. When they
